A police department spokesman 
said that crime had decreased 15 
percent compared to August although 
offenses increased 20 percent com­ 
pared to September of 1975 
Two rap es, one robbery, nine 
assaults, 53 burglaries. 129 thefts and 
six auto thefts were reported to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in a 
monthly survey taken by all law 
enforcement agencies 
Police said 185 of the 200 offenses 
reported were cleared, primarily as a 
result of the clearance of mo»*e than 
150 motor vehicle burglaries which 
occurred in previous months with the 
arrest of one person 
About 40 percent of all reported 
thefts involved parts and accessories

Bleggi 
whose family moved ti 
Plano from Pennsylvania about < 
year and a half ago is a m ember o 
the Order of the Arrow, an honorei 
cam per elected by the troop He i 
also active in the Future Farm ers o 
America at 
Vines and 
the Con 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine at St 
M arks 


“ A lot of cities have what they call a 
strong m ayor form of government, 
when1 the mayor appoints the ad­ 
m inistration,” 
he observed. 
"But 
Dallas like most of the other cities, 
such as Plano has the council mayor 
form of government, with the city 
manager selected by the council 
T m a firm believer in this form of 
government and I think ifs helped 
make Dallas the strong city that it is," 
Folsom asserted 
To emphasize that point, Folsom 
pointed out that the City of Dallas 
recently sold $25 million in water 
bonds, which were bid at an effective 
interest rate of 5 29 percent almost 
one and a q u a rte r percent below the 
national average 
"In other words, Dallas has such a 
strong reputation for financial in­ 
tegrity that we were able to save the 
citizens some $3.7 million in interest 
paym ents on 
those bonds,” he 
revealed 
Folsom 
also 
discussed 
revenue 
sharing and pointed out that while 
some are against the concept, he 
thinks it’s a good program. 
"Besides, revenue sharing Is a way 
of life,” he continued. "I recently 
talked with President Ford about the 
concept of revenue sharing and he's 
convinced the cost of revenue sharing 
is minute, compared to other federal 
program s." 
The Dallas mayor also spoke out in 
favor of keeping tax advantages- 
"what some people refer to as tax 
loopholes,” he commented- in the 
construction and apartm ent building 
business 
“lf you take the tax advantages out 
of apartm ent building, the consumer 
will pay,” he pointed out "Rent, by 
necessity, will go up And if you take 
the tax 
advantages out 
of 
con­ 
struction, land costs will go up and 
there just won t be any more con­ 
struction 
there’ll be no incentives," 
he added 
"I ve said it many times before, 
Dallas is the mecca of the free en­ 
terprise system ," Folsom went on to 
say “Dallas oozes with enthusiasm." 
Returning to a theme of personal 
involvement which he briefly voiced 
earlier, Folsom concluded his talk by 
urging citizen participation in local 
government 
I urge you to maintain your in­ 
terest in your city governm ent. 
Maintain your interest in your city so 
that you’ll maintain your economic 
freedom and prosperity,” he con­ 
tinued “ I tell you, a no-growth city is 
a dying city, and that’s what you’re 
seeing in a lot of cities these days As 
long as we work together as cities, 
that won’t happen here ”
